Anne Louise Geamarn De Start.—This 
justly celebrated and admired female, so emi- 
nent in the annals of French literature, was 
born at Paris in the year 1766, and displaying 
what might weil be called precocity of talent, 
was educated under the immediate inspection 
of her parents. When a child, she was remur- 
kable for great cheerfulness, vivacity, and 
frankness. She wasa writer long before she 
had attained the age of fitteen; and when she 
had arrived at thix age, she made extracts frou 


Mon iew’s Spirit of Laws, with remarks.— 
Erom this period, until her which 
took place in ber twentieth year, she com 


sevetal tragedies and three novels. But her 
most finished work, appeared soon after her 
marriage, under the title of “Letters on the 
wetlings oad character of J. é. Gomme =" Io 
these are ited the germs ° 
ions that dn shepwerts Borie le ‘neid all 
the enthusiasm which Rosseau her, she 
preserves the independence of her mind, scat- 
ters her own thoughts with profusion, and does 
it with the gracefulness, the slight embarrass- 
ment of a young woman, who feels rather afraid 
of displaying too much vigour. It 1s in these 
frarments of ardent sensibility, and particular- 
ly in hee bursts of admiration and love for her 
father, that -be has peared out her whale heart. 
In 1796 she published an essay on the * Infla- 
ence of the Passions on Individual and Nation- 
al Hap>iness:” and in four years afterwards it 
was followed by an essay on “Literatare, con- 
sidered in its connexion with Social institu- 
tions.” It is apparent that, during the inter- 
val of that period, the carreat of her thoughts 
unlerwent a change, ber opinions re- 
mained the same. Her ideas were matured by 
reflection, a course of stady alleviated the 
pressure of Ler msfortanes, afd her mind re- 
sued igs elasticity. Already her life becomes 
all futurity ; and asthe present does not an- 
ewer hor wishes, she steers with full sails to. 
wards a distant clang, ber necessity of hove is 
diffased over the at large. believes 
that the b miat iches it» If with the 
wealth ofages. Accordian, to her, generations 
succeed not each otheriv vain, and a better 
order of things is gradvally advancing, the 
principal features of which the prophetic eye 
of genias can distinguish. The state of com- 
motion and anarchy ceases to appeur to her a 
neeless evil, when she considers it a* a crisis, 
that mast lead te a happier condition; ean! 
more especially when she attributes it to the 
inevitab}: resistance, which principles long mis- 
understood, or laid aside among speculative 
truths, experience, when we come to anply 
them toreal life. But it is necessaty that an 
examination of the past should justily this fa 
vourable aucury. It mast be proved that the 
advance of knowledge has been real, that it 
bas been constant in spite of vicissitudes, and 
that we can trace the law of the moral improve- 
ment of the human race through the obscurity 
of time. This is what is undertaken by Ma- 
dame de Stacl, and in the execution of which 
che has displaved a vastness of intellect. 

Tt was towards the end of 180', after having 
published, ** Delphine,” exiled by Bonaparte, 
she made her tour into Germany. Here she 
was received with transport by men of genius, 
and applauded for her talents. From thence 
he passed into Italy, where she was also re- 
ceived with the attention due to her rank and 
splendid acquirements; and on her return to 
Vienna in 187, she published “Corinna,” the 
master-iece of all her writings. 

Dertagase tay in thiserpital, she comple- 
ted and prepared for the press, bet great work 
m the morals, literature, and philosophy of 
‘* Germiany ;” which, in point of excellence, 
rauks as high as the preceding, and is perhaps 
more extraortinary, as the performance of a 
woman. In 1812, she published a work against 
“Suicide ;” and on her return to France, after 
an exile of ten years, she revised an! prepared 
for the press her immortal work, entitled “Con- 
sideration on the French Revolution,” which 
she published in 1816. From this period antil 
her death, she was encaged in revising the work 
which has since appeared under the title of 
“Ten Years’ Exile.” 

Iv closing thi: sketch of her life, we must re 
mark, that Madame de Stael was in all the re- 
lations of domestic and social life an agrecable 
companion—a dutiful and devoted daughter, » 
warm and -onstant friend, and an affectionate 
mother. inher mannets she had a simplicity 
aad even a curclessness that made every one 
feel at ease in ber company; and in conversa 
tion, she was eloquent anid brilli nt. 

In her last illness, her character remained 
analtere!. To the last moment she was ten- 
der, confiding as an infant, and resigned to ber 
fate. Site was seen constantly exerting the 
virtues for which she was distinguished ; and 
on those days when she suffered most pain, she 
waremployed in acts of charity. She preser- 
ved so inach tranquility as to wish to dictate to 
Mr. Schlegel the description of what she felt. 
Her confilence in the gooines and mercy of 
God, wus strong and unshaken; ofte day, rous- 
ing from a state of reverie, she said: “1 think | 
know what the transition from life to death is; 
and Lam sure, that the goodness of Gad softens 
*ttous. Oar ideas hecome conferrd, and the 
pain is pot very acnte.” Her confidence was 
not disappointed; the profoundest ility 
presiled over her last moments.
